Naples, July 14. 


Hungarian Gentleman, faid to be 
Nephew of one of the principal Male- 
contents of that Kingdom, has been 
feveral Days in this Cicy, in his Return 
from the Court of France, whither he 
was fent by the faid Malecontents to follicit Suc- 
cours of Money. He went from hence laft Week 
for BrindeGi, with defign to embark there for Ra- 
gala, and take a Compafs by Land through the 
‘turkuh Territories to get to Hungary : But two 
Nigats ago a Courier arriving here from Rome, 
with Letters from the Ambaffador of Spain, ad- 
vifing thet he was inform'd (ome Perfons were em- 
ploy’d to intercept this Gentlemian by Land or Sea, 
a M-flenger was difpatch’d after him to Brindefi, tc 
warn him to take Precaution for getting fafe to 
Hungary. "Tis faid he carries fecret Difpatches 
from the Court of France, relating to that Rebel- 
lion. The new Regiment of Collonel Cararcioli 
de Torrecufa is imbarkirg here, to be fent half to 
Cajeta, and the other half to the Caftles on the 
Tucan Coaft ; with the latter are fent feveral Per- 
fons, condemn'd to imprifonment in thofe Caftles for 
Word: fpoken againft the prefent Government. The 
Crews of 2 Galleys rhat were fent laft Week to 
Cajeca, are fet to work upon the new Fortifications 
of that Place. Repeated Orders have been fent to 
the Provinces, to remit to this Court the Subfidies 
demanded of them for the prefent utgent Occafions 
of the State; but the Provinces excufe themfelves 
from raifing their refpective Contingents till the 
Harveft is got in. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated Auguft 19. 
From the Camp before Turin, Auguft 4. This is the 
60:h Day fince the Trenches were open’d ; and yet 
we are advanc'd no further than to the Foor of the 
Glacis of ‘he outrermoft Cover'd- Way: The Inge- 
niers have Inog been at Variance, and have tir'd 
the Ge-.erals with their diff-rent Schemes for making 
new Attacks ; and ‘tis cercain the Method of rbe 
Atrack that bas been follow’d would have been 
alcer'd, would the Condition of our Artillery, and 
the Quantiry of Ammunition, have allow'd us to 
begin the Sicge ancw. But great Stores having bren 
confum’d in carrying on our Approaches 6 Werks, 
and our Gererals having Hopes now to be prefently 
Mattes of the faid Covert’d-Way, the old Acrack 
is coutinued. Our Tro ps have tuffer’d very great 
Lofs; viz. above 600 Officers, and a very great 
Number of Soldiers, and we now 2000 in 
Hulpirals, We wait for Supplies of Powder, Lead, 
Rombs, and Bullets, which are brought from Tou- 
1a to Bieal, and till rhe: arrive we hall leffen 
Quantity of Ammunition per Hour for every Piece. 


The Befiegers begin to want many things likewife ;

tire Circumvallation abou: fo large a City, the D. of 
Savoy has found Means from tin.e to to tn.c to lend 
in {mall Convoys wito Ren ethmenis for the Gariitun. 
The greatcft Part of ow Huife bas joyn’d tte Duke 
of Oiieans, and gooo Foot are fim to she Pave- 
fan and the Alexa:drin, to tecure the Paffeges againtt 
Prince Eugene of Savoy. We are not witout 
Hopes, that the faid Prince will «ce. wich fo wany 
Difficulties and fuch Oppofitiun, tha: we thail nave 
Time to take Turin: In the mean Tine cus Army 
is reduc’d to a weak Conditior, and “isu be fear'd 
it will happen to us asa did the of 
Barcelona ; namely that by that Time he B eaches 
are made andthe Siege brought she lait bush, 
we fhall be too weak to dare to ftorm the Puacc. 
We are 18 or 20000 Men ftrong. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, da‘ed Auguft 21. 

Milan, Augutt 7. ‘Tis rumour'd hese, that 7o0o 
Englifth and Dutch from Spain are expeGed to land 
at Genoa or Oneglia, to fuccour tue Duke of Sa- 
voy. 

Francfort, Auguft 15. ‘Tis reported here that 
there is Advice trom Genoa, that an Englith Ship 
of War which arriv’d there in 8 Days from Baice- 
lona, had brought thither Colionel Richards with 
his Baggage, and that that Collonel went from 
thence to the Duke of Savoy, to acquaint him that 
a Confiderable Succour of Forces and Men of War 
was coming fiom Spain for him. Some pretend 
Advice was come to Genoa, that 46 Men of War 
and a great Number of Troops were actu.lly ar- 
riv’d at Oneglia ; but this requires more Cerainty. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated Auguft 20. 

Antibes, Auguft 2. Three French Men of War, 
took on Board Men at Nice on Sa.uriay aft, 
and fail’d with them for the Iflands of Majorca and 
Minorca. 

Bayone, Auguft 9. This Week 2 Ships baving on 
Board Mufquets and other Arms taken out of our 
Magazine, were by Order from the King fen to 
Bilboa. M. Orri arriv’d here yefterday from the 
Court of France, with aconfiderable Sum of Mo- 
ney for paying the French Troops thar are in Spain. 
A Report is ipread here, that there bas been a Bat- 
tle berween the 2 Armies in Spain ; bur no certain 
Particulars being talk’d of, we take it to be an 
empty Rumour.
